A Farmer’s Ideas. 
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{From the San Francisco Post.i 

In conversation with a member of 
the grange a few days since, a -practi- 
cal working farmer in Contra Costa of 
twenty-eight years standing, he 
brought out‘ideas whichwsome of our 
‘‘conservative” citizens would regard 
as “incendiary” ~ —{ : 
IF PROMUBGATED HERE 
By workingmen. It was remarked to 
him that many workingmen regarded 
the grange with disfavor, as a body of 
men clubbed together simply for their 
own interests, regardless of those of 
labor, and having little or no affinity 
with laboring mien. He replied, show- 
ing their interests to be identical in 
several vital points, and claiming that 
by organizing Sovereigns of Industry 
in the cities, and thus establishing di- 
rect trade both ways, so that produce 
could be sent directly to the city con- 
sumers and manufactures direct from 
the city producers to the farmer, both 
classes would be largely benefited by 
.diminishing the amount of handling, 
rent, etc., and consequent compensa- 
tion therefor; that at present, in a 
thousand methods, ,all that farmers 
could save was drained away from 
them; and consequently they could 
not give that employment, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, which they would 
be glad to do from motives of interest 
if they were able. 

“Do you believe,” he asked, ‘‘that 
if every farmer in the State had money 
‘in reasonable plenty there would be 
any suffering among the laboring 
classes ?”’ 

‘‘Well, doubtless it would be consid- 
erably lessened,” was the reply. 

He then remarked that the labor of 
every unemployed able-bodied man in 
the State was very much needed on 
the farms to-day, and that the farmers 
would employ them on useful improve- 
ments, but they could not pay them. 
But that, were these unnecessary 
barriers between producer and con- 
sumer removed and the losses result- 
ing from present systems of trade put 
in the pockets of the farmer, mechanic 
and laborer, not a man need be idle. 
And this could be done, he thought, 
by proper organization and co-opera- 
tion, under the lead of the Grangers 
in the country and the Sovereigns in 
the towns. 

But this was not the “‘incendiarism’’ 
to which reference has been made. 
The conversation drifted to the sub-

He claimed that it should be 
made a law that all lands held by pos-

titles had not been confirmed by sur- 
vey, etc.; that other grantees would 
claim tracts not definitely bounded, on 
which they paid no tax because their 
grant had not been confirmed; that it 
was the interest of such grantees and. 
railroad companies to postpone such 
surveys and confirmations until im- 
provements on such land or vicinity 
made by others had enhanced the land 
greatly in value, no tax being payable 
in the interim; that it should be made 
essential to the commencement of any 
claim for any land that the claimant 
should produce tax receipts for the 
same, in the absence of which he 
should be altogether debarred from 
any claim, or from any proceeding 
looking to the expulsion of actual oc- 
cupants. Further, that this being a 
repuplican government, the right of 
self-preservation being inherent as in 
all government, and the holding of 
large tracts of land being distinctly 
and unquestionably inimical to its 
preservation, the people had the right 
to limit these holdings, notwithstand- 
ing it might be interfering with the 
right to doas one wills with one’s 
own. That men arriving on a vessel

Fresh Roll Butter is 
more plentiful, with no change to 
note in the price. Poultry is steady 
and Eggs are weak at last week’s fig- 
ures. Meats and Fish are witheut 
change worthy of mention, 

In the Reno market sales are better 
than last week and there is more 
money in circulation. This latter fact 
is due from the recent payments made 
to employees in the mountains.— 
Wheat, Barley Oats and Potatoes have 
fallen in price.. Salt and Grain Sacks 
command a better price. The average 
retail price for Market Produce is less 
in our markets than it is in San Fran 
cisco.

of Lake Tahoe and the following sur- 
roundings: All the territory 15 miles 
south and west of the lake, and 20 
miles north and east of it, embracing 
an area of about 1,600 square miles. 
Maj. Weyss did not make the outlines 
of this survey, but merely completed 
the work begun by the members of 
the Wheeler expedition last Summer 
and Fall. Their survey was not com- 
pleted at that time, owing to the late- 
ness of the season. He has filled out 
the minute details of the survey. The 
map will be 19x22 inches, and will be 
finished by the 1st of May next, The 
reason why so much special work is 
being done on this map is that it will 
be sent to the World’s Exposition, 
which will be held next July, if Paris. 

The Major says that the above sec- 
tion embraces scenery superior to any 
other in the United States. In his 
own language the scenery round about 
the lake is a perfect hidden treasure. 
From the top of Mount Pyramid, a 
high peak some 15 miles south of the 
Lake, the view is “perfectly divine.”

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Notable Blunders. 


In connection with the fight now 
raging betwéen factions of the Re- 
publican party in California, one nat- 
urally secks for the canses which 
make such contests necessary and pos- 
gible.

Now, we 
think that this is a very erroneous be- 
lief and that it will in its effects do 
more. to cripple trade than any other 
influence: A thorough discussion of 
this question is.of course beyond the 
scope of a newspaper article, but we 
may present a few thoughts for the 
reader’s consideration. 


The foundation of trade, exchange 


and prosperity is found in the indus- 
tries which feed and elothe the in- 
habitants of any country. | When 
production fails here, then there is 
permanent loss and itjury. But so 
leng as the production of staple arti- 
cles or commodities remains on the 
increas¢é the trader and consumer 
should be prosperous. When you are 
disposed. to admit that the“‘country 
is gone,’ ask yourself this: Are there 
less mouths to feed or less persons 


to clothe? Is there less work to do in} ' 


harvesting the crops which we must 
use? or is the supply not keeping pace 
with the demand?

Fire in the Mountains. 


Late yesterday afternoon a large fire 
was started in the mountains soeuth- 
west of town. The fire occurred by 
accident and was not, as many sup- 
pose, the work of an incendiary. A 
body of men set off a blast, from which 
the fire originated. A strong wind 
was blowing at the time and the flames 
spread with fearful rapidity. The fire 
started near the road leading to the 
upper mill and about two miles this 
side of that mill. It spread in all di- 
rections, but mainly to the east reach- 
ing as far as Dutch Lewis’ place, and 
covered an area of about 500 acres. 
The timber from most of the ground 


embraced in this belt had been cut off

The 
wind afte: atime quieted down and 
the men soon got the fire under con- 
trol. To-day a feeble smoke marks 
the spot of the large fire. Last night 
the whole mountain side. was lighted 
up and presented a most brilliant 
scene of destruction.
